It was declared, however, that even 
In those sections where weather condi­ 
tions were the most unfavorable last 
season, that those growers who were 
following the best cultural practices 
were producing potatoes of good qual­ 
ity and relatively free from hollow 
heart. The grower has no control over 
climate, but he does have control over 
such factors as soil, seed, planting and 
spraying, all of which can he used to 
good advantage in overcoming the e£- 
I fccts of adverse weather conditions. 
Growers on Right Road. 
No one factor alone will solve the 
quality problem, but a combination of 
all the good cultural practices will put 
the grower on the right road to quality 
production. 
'1 he soil furnishes food and water 
to the plants. 
If it is lacking at iny 
time 
during the growing 
season 
in 
available plant food and moisture the 
development of the plants is checked 
and the quality of the tubers is in- j 
jured. 
It is, therefore, very important 
to prepare the soil so there will be an 
abundance of plant food and moisture 
in it. 
One of the most economical 
ways of doing this is to plant the po- ; 
tatoes on alfalfa, sweet clover or clo- 
ver sod that has been top-dressed the 
summer or fall previous to planting 
with ten or more loads of stable ma­ 
nure to the acre. 
The sods and ma­ 
nure when plowed under decompose 
and furnish plant food, and the humus 
that Is formed increases the moisture 
holding capacity of (he soil. 
Such soil 
la able to produce good quality crops 
even In dry seasons. 
Potato growers 
should pay more attention to the grow­ 
ing of leguminous crops that wiil bet­ 
ter prepare their soils for potatoes. In 
some cases, fresh stable manure ap­ 
plied shortly before planting favors 
the development of potato scab. 
Use o f F ertilizers. 
Commercial fertilizers are becoming 
more 
generally used 
by 
the potato 
growers. 
On good loam soils that are 
well supplied with organic matter 10 
per cent acid phosphate used ’at the 
rate of 4 0 0 to 0 0 0 pounds per acre Is 
usually beneficial.

lighter loam soils that are not so well 
supplied with organic matter a com­ 
plete 
fertilizer 
analysis 
of approxi­

Swollen and running eyes indicate 
roup, which is a contagious disease, 
easily spreading through the chicken 
I flock. 
The sick birds should be re- 
moved and kept by themselves until

Their eyes may he washed 
1 out several times daily with a solution 
| of boric acid, one ounce to the quart, 
; and a If* per cent solution of argyrol, 
I to be obtained from the druggist, may 
be placed in each eye, two or three 
i drops sufficing, once daily after they 
have been cleaned out with the boric 
acid. 
Roup is a difficult disease to 
cure and may easily be carried over 
from season to season, making itself 
evident 
when the 
weather becomes 
cold and wet. 


Plan Garden First 
It Is important to plan the 1925 gar­
